Gov. Batpwin, of Michigan, has called an 
extraordinary session of the Legislature to 
propose an amendment to the Constitafion, 
legalizing the issues of bonds in aid of rail- 
road projects recently made by a great many 
municipalities in that State, in the exercise 
of powers which the Supfeme Court has de- 
clared unlawfully granted by the Legisla- 
ture. This decision of the Court has, nat- 
urally endugh, spread dismay’ thtough a 
large body of pmvate investors, many of 
whom, doubtless, have put their little all in 
these town and county bonds, and if any- 
body bas to suffer loss in the matter, it » 
not they, but the community at large, whose 
representatives caused the error. We hope, 
therefore, the: popular vote will enable the 
municipalities. which have issued the 


lands and houses for the benefit. of private 
corporations, or in aid of dividends to spec- 
ulative stockholders, entered nobody’s head.
